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—- THE STORY OF THE BOOK —- 


We've been sitting here tonight 
thumbing through a very nearly fin- 
ished version of something that 
we've been working on a long time, 
something you've been waiting for 
for a long time, When we got 
through thumbing, we were pretty 
much convinced that it was some- 
thing worth working on; when you 
get through reading it, you'll be 
convinced it was well worth wait- 
ing for. 


We're not too sure you'll ever 
really get through reading it. It’s 
timeless, of course. We sort of 
stopped the clock in 1946 when the 
three hundredth birthday provided 
a reasonable stopping place at 
which to hring the town’s history 
up-to-date. The material in it isn’t 
just yesterday’s or today’s or to- 
morrow’'s, it’s forever. 

It was on a spring Sunday morn- 
ing, mid-April of 1946, when we 
suddenly decided that it would be a 
good idea to get out a book in con- 
nection with the Tercentenary. 
Most newspapers get out special 
editions at such times, and John N. 
Cole, first Townsman editor, had 
gotten out a little book of about 50 
pages back in 1896 when the town 
was 250 years old. We decided we'd 
hit for 200 pages. 

And that’s the trouble. Having 
some literary tendencies and think- 
ing quite a lot of this towm of ours, | 
we just couldn't stop. This book 
that’s coming out soon isn’t tie | 
book we told you about a year ago; 
we hadn’t even dreamed this much | 
then! In those days we wondered 
how we'd fill 200 pages; you know 
how many there are now? Over 300. 
We sold a lot of them in advance | 
orders, and the response from busi- 
ness houses was exceptionally good, 
and so we just kept going on and 
on. Maybe if enough paper had 
been available earlier, we wouldn't 
have had time to do some of. the 
thinking up of new ideas that we 


,did; as we glanced through it last 
‘night, we're glad that paper ,was 
‘short, 


now that those headachy 
days are behind us. 

Because now we think we've got 
about everything; if we haven't, 
it’s not our fault. You’d be sur- 
prised for instance at the name of 
the last club to give us its histori- 
cal data; you'd be even more sur- 
prised at the name of the last busi- 
ness institution to provide us with 
its information. In some cases, it 
Was easy; in others, we felt almost 
as desperate as the poultry dentist. 

Let’s thumb through it again. 
There’s an introductory section, 
with some beautiful photography, a 
dedicatory prayer by the Rey. Mr. 
Matthews,,an appreciation of An- 
dover by our associate editor, Betty 
Buchan, a poem by our poetically 
minded secretary Ellie Cole who 
hasn’t been writing enough poetry 
lately we must get after her—a 
two-page spread on Sam Smith and 
Andover’s rocks and frills, her 
woods and templed hills that in- 
spired him’to write “My Country, 
"Tis of Thee,” 


Then we have a section on old 
Andover. And let us explain here. 
The town appropriated some money 
a couple of years ago for research 
on a history of Andover. This isn’t 
it, and of course we didn’t get any 

f that money. That will be a good 
book, too, and worth having. That 
is one reason we didn’t spend too 
much time on real old Andover. An- 
other was that we wanted to get as 
much knowledge as possible to as 
many people as possible, and not 
too many people will spend hours 
on a scholarly book, or be able to 
assimilate it all. And really the 
most important reason lies in that 
old editorial feeling of ours that it’s 
not what a community has been 
that counts, it’s what a community 
is and is going to be. 


The section on old Andover con- 
tains first of all the Tercentenary 
story with pictures, winding up 
with an article on the Mayor and 
Mayoress’ visit here that we picked 
up from the Andover, England, 
paper. Then we go into the pre-1896 
history, with a four-page summary 
that is readable and contains the 
high-spots that you'll want to re- 
member. After a picture of the 
head of the 1896 birthday parade, 
we reprint the historical poem of 
that year to recall in another medi- 
um the toils, the struggles and the 
glories of those earlier days. 

Then we come to today, the to- 
day that some editor of The Towns- 
man fifty years hence is going to 
glance at and marvel at how queer 
were the people and customs of 
1946 — “why, in those days, they 
even ate what they called food in- 
stead of atomized vitamins!”’ The 
government of the town comes 
along first, pictures of most of 
them, town boards in session, ad- 
ministrative officers working away 
—and a picture of the boss of them

all, the town meeting. Then a brief; 


dip into our national political tradi- 
tion, with a-picture of Cal Coolidge 
here in 1928 and another of Wen- 
dell Willkie — wish that guy had 
lived—in: Shawsheen square in 1940. 

There follows a history of every 
elub, every patriotic organization, 
every chureh, the library, every 


school, the public schools, Phillips | 


and Abbot — pictures everywhere. 
And in the same section we delve 
into our 1946 art and music, the 
story of the Gallery, the Male 
Choir, the Community Orchestra, 
paintings by all the prominent An- 
dover artists. 

The history of Andover in wars, 
which Betty traced _way ~ back 
through the French and Indian 
Wars, starts out with an honor roll, 
with a brief sketch about each boy 
who died in service in the last war. 
Then there are a couple of pages on 
the state guard in two wars, a 
couple on the Service Men’s Fund 
Association and one on that sturdy 
band of Indian 
again, pictures everywhere 

And of course, it’s New England. 
You have to have a history of the 
weather. This is mostly pictorial, 


Ridge people. And | 


the flood, the hurricane, the 1923 
sleet storm, the old-time snow- 
storms. 

Then comes the industrial and 
business history section, with near- 
ly everybody represented in an ex- 
cellent array of material. We gath- 
ered quite a bit of this from our 
old Townsman volumes, some of 
which the store-keepers themselves 
didn’t even know. Here we were 
aided in the early part of the work 
by Elizabeth Caldwell, with Betty 
Buchan pitching in later. 

And finally — oh, no, not quite 
finally, there’s something else—we 
have that year-by-year history 
which we pulled out of the old 
Townsmans for the past fifty years. 
That was a job, but a fascinating 
one. That’s the part of the book 
which Maisie Entwhistle is going 
to look up from and say: “For 
gosh sakes, Uriah, did you know 
that back in 1920 Andover voted 
‘Yes’ for license, and did you 
know that back in 1908 the Spring 
Grove Cemetery employees went 
on strike because their pay was 
cut to $1.50 a day — who wants 
to work in a cemetery, anyway?” 


And Uriah Entwhistle sighs and 
says: “No, I don’t know none of 
it. I ain’t seen that book since 


it came into the house. I told 
you you should of bought two of 
them.” (Plug) 

Now that we look back on it it 
was fun getting that information. 
It was a lot of work, and there were 
many times when we wished that 


we had stopped ‘at our original 
plans. In fact, we gave up about 
1936 and Ellie Cole took over from 
there. It’s really a tremendously 
interesting section, with many an 


old picture. 

And now the final part. It’s about 
Andover — what it’s going to. be, 
based on what it was and what. it 
is. We've recatalogued all the year- 
by-year information into various 
categories, and from that we've 
written an appraisal of Andover, of 
the forces which tend to make it 
progress, of those that tend to re- 
tard its progress. It’s pretty much 
editorialish, and in fact in places 
we get into our best town meeting 
manner, you know, when we say 
what we really think and our best 
friends advise us to chase up to 
North Conway for a few days until 
it all blows over. That sort of 
thing. Ba 

And that’s the story of the book. 
It’s not what we planned at all, it’s 
much, much more—it’s a two or 
three year research job that we've 
cleaned up in one. Work? Lots of 
it but we'll be able to forget that. 
All we've got now are a few loose 
ends to clean up, and then we can 
sit back for a while.

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Veterans Will Have Opportunity To Draw For 
House Lots Or Apartments In Shaw Estate 


erans also requested further investigation of the possibility of 


After considerable investigation of ways and means of 
solving the housing emergency in Andover, the Veterans’ 
Housing Committee in conjunction with the Veterans’ Service 
Office have evolved two plans which, although not adequate 
to meet the needs of the many, will be a step towards assisting 
a limited few. 


As a result of the affirmative vote taken at a Special 
town meeting in June, the town-owned property at the junc- 
tion of High street and Burnham road will be sold to veterans 
at a nominal fee and although the surveying of the plot has 
not yet been completed, it is expected that there will be ap- 
proximately ten house lots available. 

The Shaw property, which for several years has brought 
in no revenue to the town and has until recently been used 
as headquarters for the Andover Red Cross Chapter, will also 
be made available to three veterans and their families at a 
rental to be decided upon. 

Candidates for either the High street land or living 
quarters in the Shaw estate are requested to register at the 
Veterans’ Service Office before July 28 so that a fair dis- 
position of the properties may be made in the near future. If 
the number of candidates far exceeds the available land sites 
and apartments, a screening of the applicants will probably 
be made according to the urgency of the individual case, based 
on present living conditions and the number of people affected, 
and should the demand still outnumber the supply, then a 
drawing will be held. 

The Housing Committee, organized in: February, has had 
several meetings since that time and has reviewed projects 
which have beentried out in other cities and towns. In March 
it was decided to make a survey of the actual need locally, and 
a group of World War || veterans representing the Arctica 
Legion, the Veterans of Foreign Wars and the Amvets, under | 
the chairmanship of Frank Markey, sent out a total of 1125; 
questionnaires. Two hundred and forty-six replies were made 
with 64% indicating an ability to pay a minimum rent of $40 
per month. About one-half of this number stated a preference 
to build or buy. 

The increasing costs of building, scarcity of materials, 
high price of labor, and the inability of those desiring to build 
to assume the expense involved proved to the housing com- 
mittee and to the veterans themselves that a solution could 
not easily be reached. 

Quonset huts were considered and thoroughly investi- 
gated and it was learned that the cost of completing this type 
of temporary housing was out of line in comparison to the 
same costs placed in permanent buildings. 

A special meeting of veterans desiring homes was called 
and about 55 attended. Upon recommendation of the Housing 
Committee, it was decided that a survey of the town be made 
in the hope of finding homes where small repairs and reno- 
vations would provide immediate housing. Only five veterans 
reported at the designated time to assist in this work. The vet-

The committee continued to delve into every make of 
house in the price category that the average veteran could 
afford and the Veterans’ Service Office has accumulated many 
plans and data on homes now on display for inspection. In- 
formation regarding the purchase price of Quonset hits is 
also included. 

Several veterans working individually have shared their 
findings with the Veterans’ Service Office in an effort to help 
others as they attempted to help themselves and the commit- 


tee has also received a communication from an Andover resi- 


dent offering land for sale for veterans’ housing. 

For the most part, however, the’ suggestions and assist- 
ance offered the committee in trying to decrease the housing 
emergency has been slight and a limitation has been placed 
on the possibilities of what can be done by lack of co-operation 
and disinterest. 

It is the hope of the committee that the two present 
projects will lighten the burden of the emergency somewhat 
and that all veterans whose need is the greatest will register 
at the Veterans’ Service Office immediately.
